Claims 1-4 

The aforesaid documents 1 and 2 both describe a constitution that corresponds to the point 
about alternately stacking a first ventilation passage and a second ventilation passage. 

Furthermore, in the aforesaid documents 1 and 2 the constitution corresponding to first 
ventilation passage and second ventilation passage has a cross-sectional shape that is essentially 
triangular, but the question of what sort of shape to provide is a matter of design variation to be 
appropriately decided by a person skilled in the art as desired. 

Claims 5-17 

None of the aforesaid documents 1-3 describes a constitution that corresponds to the point 
about an opening part that overlaps the ventilation adjustment means and the second ventilation 
passage. 
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
